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A START IS MADE 

N Wednesday the McGill Women's Sindonl Society will meet 
and there will be ijlaced before them the question of a 
proposal for a closer co-oi)eration between the men and women 
in student activities. 

B-are glad that some move is being iai<en in this matter 
so that it comes from the women themselves.. The 
J&nei)t; iseems to be too bothered with studies or other 
tîîïhgs'tb want to consider the question. They arc quite happy 
with things as they arc and if approached upon Die subject usual- 
:]y have the unthoughtout answer of No. 

From the irciid of thought, the camps divide themselves 
l^nto two, each adopting as its premise unrelated standpoints. The 
men fear that women are seeking to achieve as free use of the 
^.TLInion as thsy. the men, have now. With the women it is not 
"■Jthe question of the privilege of using the Union but that of a 
vote on the Students' Council. While there has been a brief 
•period when the women had access to the Union by virtue of the 
'Union Tea Room, that institution has been discontinued by the 
policy of the Union House Committee. For the better working 
of its new policy the Daily has its offices open to the women 
•members of its staff, and those offices arc situated in the Union. 
• At McGill the men have adopted an attitude, perhaps quite 

•unconciously. in which they patronise women. Frequent notices 
of meetings announce that women arc invited or co-eds may at- 
tend, presupposing that without such invitation their presence 
would not be required. liow ihi.s attitude came about is diffi- 
cult to explain. It may have come from either two sources, 
iiamel.v," that worasn are not a part of McGill College or that 
womej) v. cre created according to an ancient myth. 

To the first we must say that Avomen although not a part of 
McGill College they are members of McGill University, for, there 
are ^'Çioïheinn.mher faculties than that of Arts. - "To^g second 
we would like lo say that we hope that, as students, men do not 
hold to' the mylli. ]£ woman is but rib of man, she is a part of 
the Avhole and therefore inferior. The part cannot be equal to 
the whole. Tha argument, if held by the men, is quite justifi- 
able but intelligent students doubt the veracity of th^t story. 

Perhaps the latter has been the predominant one. Women 
are not equal toymen and therefore their place in this world is to 
serve men. As a whole McGill men have looked upon women as 
pla.vtlïings, not yet requiring them in a position of service. But 
it hus been sei-viee in a way as the women are called upon only 
when men need diversion and this having been accomplished they 
are put on one side. Not having been considered in any other 
capacity it is natural that wlien t!ie word Avomsn is mentioned it 
brings to mind but one sphere in which men have had dealings 
with Avomen, and certainly one would not give authority to a play- 
thing or even seek its advice or entertain its opinion. 

From all accounts McGill is the sole university in the Dom- 
inion where Avomen do not act in conjunction Avith men in the 
major student executive, which in these days if-; a j-eflection upon 
its place in tlie u!ii\e!-.^ity Avoi'kl. Yet Ave pride ourselves in 
being the tiiird univti'.^-ity of repute in the British Common- 
Avealth. 

If we are still tremulous at taking a stei) forward it would 
be wall to look at other Canadian universities. Toronto Jias 
women on its executive. U.B.C. and Saskatchewan have been 
veiy succes.sful in the fuller intei'prelation of co-education. Al- 
berta shows a striking example. At the latter university there 
Avas last year a Avoman as Vice-President, Miss Wilson, her broth- 
er having on a piuA occasion held the office of President. It so 
. ..happened that the President last year fell down in regard to a 
department Avhich needs great honesty. Automatically Miss 
Wilson became president. Her year of off ice has been accorded 
as one of great ability and the system which is in force this year 
by virtue of her administration has a rosy future. 

If others have found that it is practicable, why not then 
McGill; and to us the question probably Avould not have such a 
far reaching import as Alberta. Do McGill men think that there 
are not or have not been Avomen Avho have gi'eat executive ability? 
At least there is one major organisation on the campus Avhere 
the men and \s omeM together Avork out the destinies of the asso- 
ciation. Reviewing the Avork of leaders in the world of women's 
- activités ai McGill no one can doubt the level-lieadiness and ca- 
pacity for 0)-ganisation of such past students as Isabel Scriver, 
Marion Ferguson and GAven Roberts. It is the meii who choose 
the pretty rathei- than tiie able women Avith Avhom to deal. We 
do not mean that an able woman cannot have the appeal of the 
other, but with Avomen elections are not a popularity contest. 

As Ave have jjroviou.sly said McGill holds tliird position. Ox- 
;ford and Cambi'idge have not-seen fit to have women on their 
Titiajor executives. Perhaps that is why they account McGill as 
the next in line. It i.s eiitii'cly in the hands of the women at their 
coming meeting to determine Avhat proceedurc shall be adopted.
